At one time he had a very large sta- 
tionery store on Chesnut street; but 
his generous habits prevented any 
pertnanent accumulations, He made 
and lost a fortune during the oil ex- 
citement ia Pennsylvania. He was 
always a noted traveler, and his ready 
wit and liberal education made him a 
valued correspondent, He represent- 
ed several leading papers at the Vienna 
exposition and took a great delight in 
hewspaper work, The GazeTts is io- 
debted to him for the very interesting 
Carson letters which have appeared of 


late. Fle leaves -@ wife ,and foor 
children, two sons and two daughters, 


who reside in the city of Philadelphia. 
The Colonel won -his title by hard 
work on Gov. C irtio’s s‘aff during the 
war. He was remarkably youthful no 
appearance, and but .% his gray hair 
would have passed eas@y for a man of 
thirty. He belonged to a very long- 
lived race, and gave prmis e to reach 
the age of his parents, who both lived 
to a hundred. 


THE THREE NEW BONANZAS. 


Col. Deane’s lecture drew a crowd 
at Union Hall in San Francisco Thurs- 
day. Kearney was there and made 
an attempt to capture the meeting be- 
fore it had been called to order, but 
he was clubbed into submission, with 
his followers, and marched off to jail as 
he deserved. 

Deane addressed the audience, de- 
nouncing at great length J. C. Flood 
and the bonanza firm for their corrupt 
management of the Comstock mines. 
He asserted the existence of three 
bonanzas on the Comstock, and that 
they were kept secret and undevel 
oped to suit their own purposes. 

He declared that there is a bonanza 
in the Ophir, extending into the Mex- 
ican, probably into the Union aad 
perhaps into the Sierra Nevada. This 
bonanza, Deane asserted, was discov- 
ered on the 2200 level of the Mexican 
two years ago, but that the develop- 
ment in the Sierra Nevada was a sur- 
prise to the bonanza firm. 

There is another bonanza, according 
to Deane, on the 2200 level of the 
Hale & Norcross. This one, he claim- 
ed, had been known to Flood and _ his 
partners for four years. The third bo- 
nanza he located indefinitely in the 
Yellow Jacket. Deane, in closing, 
called upon the brokers to form a 
combination strong enough to fight 
the bonanza firm and break their con- 
trol of the market. He did not rec- 
commend any one to buy stock in any 
of the mines he named,as Flood would 
now do all he could to ruin those who 
invested in them, on the strength of 
Deane’s representations.

INDIAN JUSTICF. 


The Carson Appeal of Friday had 
a good article under th@ above head- 
ing. Having read it several times 
and admired the striking contrast it 
draws between “red devil” justice and 
the “legal procedure” of the whites, 
we concluded to give our readers 
the benefit of the following portion: 
“It is common to speak of the Indians 
as a ‘lawless set.. A glance at, their 
methods of dealing with criminals 
will readily conviuce one of the fact, 
that in matters of solid justice, their 
code is superior to ours. The whites 
may have more law than the Indians, 
which makes justice more respected 
with them than us. It might be a 
good thing for the whites tobe as 
‘lawless’ as the reds. In an Indian 
court nothing but the solid facts of the 
case are taken into consigeration by 
the tribunal. The Sheriff does not 
go round looking for a jury that will 
stand in with his friend. Every mem- 
ber of ‘the tribe is on the jury. There 
is no change of venue, no stay of pro- 
ceediggs, no objecting to any sort of 
testimony which helps to throw light 
on the case, no appeal, no motigaistfor 
a new trial, no challenging the 
no plea of insanity, no pardon, @ 
prieve, no stay of execution. The 
guilty man has no chance on earth to 
escape. Ifa murderer, he is taken 
out the day after the trial and shot. 
A squaw who is unfaithful to her 
husband is burned at the stake, or 
stoned to death. A Piute or a Washoe 
who takes indecent liberties with a fe- 
male, is buried up to his neck in the 
ground andthe coyotes invited to 
make a supper off his head. Thieves 
are ignominiously kicked out of 
camp and wander for the balance of 
their lives among the hills, homeless 
and friendless wretches.” 

“What a havoc the laws of these 
‘lawless’ people would make in our 
society. There would not be a dozen 
men roving around in every town with 
blood upon their hands and pronunced 
stainless by ajury. The wolves of 
the sagebrush would fatten off the 
heads set out daily, and the forests 
would be peopled with bank presi- 
dents, dishonest clerks,renegade stock 
brokers, and scallawag mining manip- 
ulators. There would also be some cre- 
mations.”

The 
article on the first page of this num- 
ber of the Gazetre is mainly devoted 
to a detailed account of the ravages 
committed by the locusts in Sierra 
Valley. 


The Bodie News publishes a list of 
all the deaths that have taken place 
in Bodie from Oct 30, to Nov, 17, in- 
clusive. The list is signed by H. 
Ward, undertaker, and is no doubt 
In that period there were 
nineteen deaths, of which four were 
from causes cther than pneumonia. 
So it appears that the mortality from 
pneumonia in Bodie has been much 
exaggerated, or else the death rate 
has greatly declined during the past 
fortnight.

of a bill extending the U. S. criminal 
laws over the Indian reservation.

Mr. Kreisman, United States Con- 
sal-General at Berlio, in a dispatch to 
the department of state, gives a de- 
scription of a newly discovered pro- 
cess for the preservation of dead bo 
dies. The inventur, or discoverer, 
had obtained a patent for the process, 
but the German governinent, uppreci- 
ating the high importance of the in- 
vention, induced the patc ntee to aban- 
don his patent. Thereupon the gov- 
eroment published a full description 
of the process, as set forth in the let- 
ters patent. It is as follows: The 
dead bodies of human beiogs and an- 
imals fully retain their form, color, 
and flexibility, even after a period of 
years. Such dead bodies may be dis- 
sected for the purposes of science and 
criminal jurisprudence. Decay, and 
the offensive swell of decay, are com- 
pletely prevented. Upoo incision the 


ance asin the case of a fresh dead 
body, Preparations made of the-sev- 
eral purts, such as natural skeletons, 
lungs, entrails, ete.,

A Documest Which Every Man ia 
Weshoe County is Willing to Sign. 


A petition is being circulated, ad- 
dressed to President Hayes, which sets 
forth that J. 8. Sturgeon, 8. Evans, W. 
Hulbert, Wm. Ward, J. C. Watson, 
Peter Hall, John Bartlett, Silas Flynn 
and Chas. Hegard were, in the year 
1878, fishermen by occupation, and 
were engaged in that business at Pyr- 
amid Lake within the limits of the In 
dian Reservation; That they were 
removed by the U.S. Marshal; That 
upon taking counsel upon the subject, 
they were advised by persons learned 
in the law, that said reservation was 
not a valid reservation, for the reason 
that it was not establashed pursuant 
to any act of Congress or proclama- 
tion of the President. Second: That 
said reservation 

WAS NOT INDIAN COUNTRY 


within the meaning of the act of 1834 
Third: That taking such fish was not 
an offense under any act of Congress. 
After being removed the petitioners 
peacably returned and again engaged 
in the taking of fish, and were indict- 
ed,charged with taking fish in the In- 
dian countriy contrary to law. They 
were tried and in the trial a question 
was submitted to the jury which they 
answered in the affirmative, and re- 
turned as their verdict. The question 
was: “were the defendants engaged in 
taking fish from the waters of Pyramid 
Lake, and were they within the limits 
of the reservation as shown by the 
map, andwere they removed by the 
U.S. Marshal and did, then return 
for the purpose of taking fish as charg- 
ed in the indictmen.” After that ver- 
dict and upon the motion of U. 8. At- 
torney Varian, J. S. Sturgeon was 
convicted and adjudged guilty and 
sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000, and 
the other petitioners procured a post- 
ponement of their sentence until Dec. 
2nd, 1879, at which time a similar 
judgement and sentence will be pro- 
nounced against them. The petition- 
ers further represent that they are poor 
men and unable to pay the fine and 
that they and cach of them are

When the wind blows, 
which it does about 52 weeks in the 
year, the air is filled with dense clouds 
of dust drifting seawards; whole is- 
lands are drifting into the sea. 
islands of Lanai and Kaboo'aini have 
been so stripped of vegstation, trees 
and grase, |\y cattle, sheep and goats, 
that 
TAE SOIL 
has become impalpable dust, which 
fills the air and is plainly visible from 
Honolulu, although 100 miles distant. 
As in those islands, so on the oth- 
ers in a less extent. Whole districts 
of Hawaii and Kanai are utterly bar- 
ren on account of the soil being de- 
nuded of vegetation by the herds of 
wild cattle and goats. I have seen 
but two good down pours of rain in the 
last four years. The forests are grad- 
ually retreating to the sumits of the 
loftiest hills and leaving grinning 
skeletons of rocks and bare red earth 
behiod. Death valley in Nevada is not 
more appaling than many districts in 
these islands. The rainfall is becom- 
ing less yearly, and if some climatic 
change does not take place for the 
better, the islands will become en- 
tirely desert. The sugar plantations 
depend on irrigation, water being 
brought in large and costly ditches 
from the highest mountains, but when 
the furests are destroyed that source 
will fail, as it already has in many 
instances. So you will see that | do 
not consider the outlook prosperous 
for the Hawaiian kingdom.

The Piutes and Washoes Wash off Their 
War Patnt. 


The capture of Indian John has 
averted the threatened war between the 
Washes and the Piutes. The Carson 
Tribune in ite account of the affair 
says that Sheriff Hill left Carson on 
Tuesday evening with Bill Hart, who 
knowsall about the Indians hereabouts, 
for Truckee, Cal. They tracked John 
for about half a mile west of Truckee, 


and found him sitting in the mouth 
of a cave and his old mother with 
him. John’s bair was hanging al! 
over his face, evidently for disguise. 
The officer called to him and he im- 
mediately entrendered.. His old 
mother sadly bewailed the fate ot her 
son, and the sheriff says it wasa dis- 
tressing scene. Jobn states that the 
Indian captured at Genoa struck the 
first blow at deceased and that he fin- 
ished him. All were in a maudlin 
state of drunkenness, and when day 
dawned John found himself lying b 
the dead Charley, both covered wit 
blood; that he (Joho) got on the morn- 
ing train for Franktown, and during 
the ride divested himself of the bloody 
clothing and theu started on the trai! 
for the campodie where he was found. 
Jehn sadly deplores his rash act, and 
states that it was all owing to the sto- 
len whiskey. In all probability the 
bestial instinct of the Indian was 
brought out by the use of the fire wa- 
ter. Of course the trial will be a _ pe- 
culiar one, but we feel thet even- 
handed justice will be dove to the 
murderer. 
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Cencerning the Late Tragedy, 

The recent sad affair which termina- 
ted in the death of 8. M. Oakes from 
a shot fired in supposed self-defence 
by the the wife of Dr. Snow, has ex- 
cited wide attention. The San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, in an editorial upon 
the subject, after recounting the facts, 
makes the following considerate com- 
ments:

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THE CALIFORNIA SCOURGE. 


C2DIPODA ATROX, WHICH MEANS 
THE SWELLED-LEG GRASSHOPPER, 


Account of the Grasshopper Plague in 
That State—Statements of Sufferers 
im Sierra Valley. 


From the Record-Union. 


During the summers of 1877, 1878 
ani 1879, a species of grasshopper or 
locust has appeared in Sierra valley, 
and, incaeasing in number with each 
year, has done an immense amount of 
damage. When the small size 
of the valley is considered, 
the few acres that are cultivateable 
and the newness of the settlements, 
the severity of the scourge will be bet- 
ter understood. Ere the arrival of the 
locust scourge no more thriving people 
were noted in the limits of the state. 
But suddenly a terrible blight has fal- 
len on the valley. Three succesive 
springs have witnessed her grain fields 
and gardens teeming with fruit, her 
meadows waving rich, and fulf of 
promise. Three successive summers 
have seen them nearly all swept away 
before a myriad of tiny, insatiable 
scythes. Briefly, the aggregate of 
statistics elicted for 1878 were as fol- 
lows: Adam’s Neck and vicinity, 
the region first and most severely rav- 
aged, embracing twenty-two large 
dairy farms, aggregating 14,000 acres, 
suffered a losa of $18,000. Beckworth 
and vicinity, with 18 farms of 9000 
acres, lost $15,000. Loyalton aod vi- 
cinity, with 14 farms of 9000 acres, 
lost $20,000. Sierraville and vicinity, 
with 10 farms of 6000 acres lost $10,- 
000. West side of valley with 15 
farms, of 5000 acres, $6300. Interior 
of the valley, with 12 farms, of 4000 
acres, lost $6000. Total of farms, 91; 
of acres, 47,000; damages, $75,300. 
For the last season, 1879, the damuge, 
though not falling in the same places, 
yet is distributed all over the valicy, 
and is estimated at the larger sum of 
$150,000. To the loss of these two 
years—ifthe loss incurred the first 
year (1877), $47,000 be added—we 
have a grand total of $272,000. 


STATEMENTS OF SUFFERERS. 


From the mass of statements a few 
are subjoined, as presenting character- 
istic habits of the pest. Walter Ede 
of Adam's Neck, has a ranch of 1280 
acres; lost $1500. The grasshoppers, 
came in through Beckworth Pass and 
from Last Chance valley to the north, 
two years previously; flew up and 
down the Neck like uneasy birds, de- 
vouring the leaves of the grass and 
grain where they alighted at first, 
and subsequently cutting off the 
stalks; laid eggs in the fall in the 
hard, dry knolls, about an inch deep, 
and 
three dozen ina nest; hatched out 
about May 10th of next year. The 
little black ones traveled about in 
droves like pigs, and moved but a lit- 
tle way ina day, eatin peer 
After becoming winged, about July 
lst, they arose in immeose swarms, 
flew up the neck in the morning and 
down in the afternoon, stopping and 
filling their crops. A. B. Huntly, 
living on Adam's creek, but further 
out in the valley, has 800 acres of 
s land; lost $1200. Locusts came 
from the north, laid eggs in the dry 
banks of the creek and in the large 
hummocks with which the ranch 
abounds. Hatched out some of them 
each day foramonth. The first about 
May 5th. Wings appeared io the early 
days of July. Insects were so nu- 
merous as to seriously impede travel. 
Were of a straw color or ashy brown, 
about an inch long, with clear wings 
and yellow legs. His invalid dangh- 
ter preserved a specimen which, 
though mutilated, served to help 
solve the question of species. Win. 
Arms, between Adam’s Neck and 
Beckworth, has a ranch of 800 acres, 
mostly pasture land; lost, $1500. 
The locusts overran his fields but laid 
but few eggs there. Came at first 
from over the mountains to the north, 
but the second year from the island. a 
dry region north of the centre of the 
salben, where they were numerous the 
season before. Most of the 
damage was done in three wecks. 
Did not fight them. Too many. 
Thomas F. West, near Leyalton, saw 
the locusts at Last Chance and Clover 
valleys three years before. Came to 
his ranch about June ist from ‘the 
Island.” Their flight was only a few 
feet from the yround; struck heavily 
against fences and buildings. In the 
morning bours many of them flew 
southward, then, «after feeding, re- 
turned in the afternoon. Many re- 
mained and deposited eggs in August 
on warm, gravelly knolls. Large 
patches literally filled with egys.

The oats 
were just in full stand when attacked 
about July 20th. . Locusts ate for two 
weeks. He made desperate, tempor- 
arily successful efforts to defend his 
crops; took two hundred yards of bail- 
ing rope, fastened papers to it at in- 
tervals and swept them over his grain, 
driving the locusts before the shaking 
pers. “Drove them out forty times,” 
ut was overpowered by numbers and 
cleaned out. Many remained on thie 
ground, laid eggs and died. The lo- 
custs were about four days in arriving. 
Came from “the Island ;” flew low: so 
thick that they darkened the sun. 
Stopped his horses while he was at- 
tempting to rake hay; pelted the 
fences and®building like hail; devour- 
ed cured hay in the bunch with evi- 
dent relish. D. D. Newman, six miles 
north of Sierraville, lost seventy-five 
acres of oats, but a small field of rye 
was untouched. Had experience with 
locust before in 1861. Fora year or 
two they had been in the north of the 
valley, just as now, rapidly increasing 
and traveling northward. About the 
10th of May they arrived at his place, 
all young ones on foot, pouring around 
the point of rocky land like a dark, 
angry flood. The stream was, candid- 
ly speaking, several inches in depth. 
He, with the help of neighbors, dug a 
trench forty feet long and two feet 
deep across their course. The young 
locusts fell into it, smothered and 
died, while others traveled over them 
when the ditch was full. They shovel- 
ed out the dead, and before night the 
ditch was filled a second time, estimat- 
ed at fifty bushels. Work was stop- 
ped because Newman feared the stench 
from the carcasses would be worse for 
his family than the loss of crops. 
The locusts piled up against his barn

to the hight of several feet, estimated 
at 500 bushels. The scourge this time 
is nothing like so bad, but bad enou- 
gh. bB. F. Lemmon, one mile east of 
Sierraville, describes the invasion of 
1859 to 1861 as much more severe than 
the present one. The insects did not 
reach his ranche then until August, 
1861. A great many of them seemed 
to keep more distinctly in a swarm— 
were heavily parasited. Little red 
lice or ticks, smooth as bladders, upon 
them in abundance, especially under 
the wings, filled with blood. Some of 
the locusts‘ when torn open, revealed 
grubs like fat maggots within. Some 


packing them awyy on end, about» laid down and died upon arrival be- 


fore they had time to eat. Others 
crowded under buildings and into cel- 
lars, wells, cisterns gad ditches and 
caused a noxious stench by their 
carcasses. Came over the mountains 
from the north part of the valley, fly- 
ing about twenty to forty feet high. 
Ravaged the fields about three weeks. 
entirely destroying grain and vegeta- 
bles. Thinks the pests extended no 
further south. The late invasion is 
wider in its sweep but less numerous. 
Did not arrive at his ranche until 18- 
78, and not numerously until 1879, all 
heavily parasited. Noticed a kind of 
cricket attacking and eating them this 
year. Heisa greenish, long-legged 
fellow, much spryer than the locusts 
—pounces upon one unawares 4nd in-| 
stantly whips off its head, then twirls 
its antennee about like a mousing cat 
on the lookout for another. Took the 
precaution to cut his grass before the 
main swarms of locusts arrived—about 
the 10th of July. George Humphrey, 
out in the valley, remembers the for- 
mer visitations of the locusts. He 
drove stage through the valley in 1861 
and says the road was often blockaded 
as by mud holes. They lay in banks 
along the fences and buildings‘ Th y 
ravaged the valley, then but thinly 
settled, for three years, then died out. 
Did not think they moved on into 
other valleys, but possibly they emi- 
grated. Did not remember seeing 
parasites upon them. W. T. Jones 
near Sierraville, confirms the severity 
of the eariy \ isit (confirmed also by 
E.H, Hamlin, T.8S. Batelle, H. K. 
Turner and others), and remembers 
that the young insects fell into and 
filled a row of post holes on his ranche. 
In his granary were obtained pieces of 
the insects (they had been through the 
thrasher and fanner) that confirmed 
suspicions of the true character and 
name of the species. These fragments 
were sent to Professor Riley, who re- 
turned the name of adipida.

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THE WILD CAMAS. : 
An Edible Reot that is Worth Cualti- 
vating. 


B. B. Reddiog of San Francisco, an 
acute observer and ea! nest investiga- 
tor in various departments of natural 
science, recently contributed to one of 
the agricaltural papers au article on 
the camas, an edible tuber growing 
wild in Idaho, Washington Territory 
and other sections of the cuast. He 
recomments its cultivation, believing 
it would prove a valuable addition to 
our lst of vegetable fords. 


Jehn Sunderland, one of eur best 
known apd most prosperous merch- 
ants,was yearsago mininginIdaho. He 
says that the Indians there make great 
use of the camas,cooking it in various 
ways. He has often eaten it, and 
found it very palatable and nutritious. 
The bulk of the camas when cooked 
is like a potato, and has a similar taste 
aud consistency. The root is white 
and nearly spherical. Sometimes it 
grows long, aod Mr, Sunderland has 
seen some Camas roots that were at 
least two inches in diametef. Under 
cultivation, the size of the plant would 
be greatly increased. The camas is 
frequently roasted in the ashes, as 
potatoes are.

Tobacco Good for the Teeth. 

Tobacco users will draw some com- 
fort from some observations inade by 
the author of a paper read before the 
Odontological Society of London. 
This writer, Mr. Hepburn, says that 
the direct action of nicotine on the 
teeth is directly beneiicia!. The alka- 
linity of the smoke must necessarily 
neutralize any acid secretion which 
may be present in the oral cavity, and 
the antisepepiic property of the nico 
tine attends to arrest putrefactive 
changes in the carious cavities. The 
author is inclined to believe that the 
dark deposit on the teeth of habitual 
smokers is largely composed of the 
carbou of tobacco smoke. This de- 
posit takes place in those portions 
where carries are most likely to arise, 
and on those surfaces the teeth 
which escape the ordinary eleansing of 
the brush. That tobacco is capable of 
allaying to some extent the great 
pain of toothache is, he thinks, 
true—its effect being due not only to 
its narcotizing power, but also to j 
direct action upon the exposed nerve; 
and he is inclined to attribute the fact 
of the comparatively rare occurence of 
toothache aniong sailors in a great 
measure to their habit of chewing.

From our own Correspondent. 

Wadsworth is, perhaps, the largest 
fish shipping point in Nevada, and du- 
ring the season in which the law per- 
mits the catching of fish, our little 
town does a thriving fish business. 
This industry is nearly equally divi- 
ded between the white man and the 
Indian. The former fishing along the 
river, the latter in the Trackes and 
Pyramid lake. To give the reader a 
more definite idea of the extent of 
this trade, I will only say, that the 
past week's shipment aggregated 7,- 


$45 pounds; the week's preceding, | 


8,470. Other weeks have excreded 
these totals. The fish are packed in 
50-pound boxes and sent by express 
to Reno, Carson, Virginia City, Gold 
Hill, Truckee, andall along the line 
of the C. P. R. R* to’ San Francisco; 
also east as far as Palisade and Eureka, 
The present price here is about 12}¢ 
cents per pound, thus yielding a re: 

enue of some one thousand dollace per 
week to the fishermen.

Fusing Metals Without Fire.

Jacob Reese, of Pittsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania puts forth some remarkable 
claims In regard to an alleged new 
discovery in metallurgy. He says he 
is able to melt instantly “a bar of cast 
steel—which cannot be fused in less 
than five minutes in the highest fur- 
nace heat attainable by simply throw- 
inst ita column of air having 
a velocity of 35,000 feet per minute. 
The instant the air touches the metal 
fusion takes place. He further says: 
By furnace heat it takes many hours, 
and sometimes many days, to anneal 
metals. By a recent eeotery which I 
have made, I can anneal bars of iron 
or steel at the rate of one foot per sec- 
ond, thus increasing the ductility of 
the metal 100 per cent. without the 
use of other fucl than that contained 
in the metal itself. I simply unlock 
the included (latent) heat. It becomes 
sensible and enlarges the metal and by 
the method of doing this the enlarge- 
ment made is permanent—that is, it 
doés not contract to its original limit. 
Now annealing and fusing iron in one 
second of time may seem absurd, but 
it is, nevertheless, a fact, and reduced 
to practical utility in the arts.
